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REMARKS 

Claims 31-34 remain in the application with claims 31 and 34 being independent. 
No claims have been canceled, amended, or added as part of this Amendment. Applicant 
respectfully accepts the allowance of claims 31-34. 

Specification 

The specification has been amended in accordance with MPEP 2163.06 to merely 
clarify the embodiments described therein. In particular, the aperture 3 1 of the alignment 
device 1 6 has been clearly set forth.
